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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims remain obviated by the prior art. Chen 
remains usable under 103(a) despite applicant's assertion to the contrary. 103(c) states that the subject must not be owned by the same 
person at the time of the invention. The assignment is recorded as 5/31/02, however the filing date of the instant application is 2/8/02, 
meaning that at the time of the invention the subject matter was not commonly owned. As such the Chen patent remains usable as prior 
art. As prior art the Chen patent provides multi-pellet controlled release formulation comprising enteric pellets and sustained release 
pellets. The reference is silent to an immediate release portion, however the Paradissis patent provides this modification. Applicant argues 
that the combination does not provide tan blood plasma level data, however as stated in the Final Rejection, the blood plasma level data is 
merely a functional limitation falling from the compositional components of the invention. The combination provides the same compositional 
components (coating polymers, carriers arranged in tablets or capsules). The combination provides a dosage form with the same 
compositional components and as such would posses the same functional features including potential in vivo blood plasma levels. 
Applicant has yet to provide evidence that the combination would not produce a similar blood plasma concentration. For these reasons the 
claims remain obviated . 
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
